In response, Applicants elect Group II, claims 49-54, together with product 
claims 1-35 and 43-48, for prosecution in the subject application, with traverse . 

The basis of the traversal of the restriction is that the Examiner has failed to 
properly establish the need for a restriction requirement. The criteria for a proper 
restriction requirement, according to MPEP § 803, is that the Examiner must 
establish that the inventions are independent or distinct as claimed and that there is a 
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serious burden on the Examiner to examine the entire application. In the case at 
issue, it is respectfully submitted that examination of Groups I and II is not a serious 
burden, as evidenced by the fact that both Groups are classified in class 514, 
subclass 2. Withdrawal of the restriction requirement is respectfully requested. 

Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the subject matter of the non-elected 
claims in this or another application. 

Receipt of the initial Office Action on the merits is awaited.
